May it please your Lordships, 

We beg to submit the Seventy -third Annual Report of the Board. 

Our report follows the order adopted for some years past, dealing with the business 
of the year under the following heads 

(1.) Public Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments. 

(2.) liight Railways and Tramways. 

(3.) Loans. 

(4.) Miscellaneous duties of the Board, 

The body of the Report contains statements and observations on matters under each 
of the four divisions which appear to deserve special notice. Details as to the 
various services are given in the Appendices. 


(1.) — PUBLIC WORKS AND BUILDINGS, INCLUDING NATIONAL AND 
ANCIENT MONUMENTS. 

Details of the provision made by Parliament for the year 1904-1905 for Public 
Works and Buildings, including National and Ancient Monuments, will be found at 
pp. 57-65 of the Estimates for that year. The Public Buildings (Ireland) Vote is 
included in Class I., and comprises the following : — 

Naval and Military ; State and Official Residences ; Civil Departments (including Science 
and Art Buildings in charge of Department of Agriculture) ; Legal Departments : Dublin 
Metropolitan Police; Royal Irish Constabulary; Dundrum Criminal Lunatic Asylum; 
Public Education ; Royal University and Queen’s Colleges ; Revenue Departments. 

The Vote also embraces — 

Royal Parks and Gardens : — 

Phcenix Park ; St. Stephen’s Green ; the Curragh of Kildare. 

Royal Harbours : — 

Kingstown ; Howth ; Donaghadee ; Dunmore ; Ardglass. 

Inland Navigation : — 

Maigue. 

Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882 (45 k 46 Vic., c. 73). 

Ditto, ditto, 1892 (55 & 56 Vic., c. 46). 
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In addition to works, &c., for which provision is made by Vote of Parliament, Parti, 
of this Report also deals with certain new works connected with Fishery Piers and 
Harbours, the cost of which is met out of moneys provided from the Irish Church 
Fund, under the Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883 (46 & 47 Vic., c. 26). 


Royal Visit. 


On Tuesday, 26th April, 1904, Their Majesties the King and Queen, accompanied 
by Her Royal Highness Princess Victoria, arrived at Kingstown Harbour, landing at 
Victoria Wharf, where the necessary arrangements had been made for the reception of 
the Royal party. The principal function included in the programme of Their Majesties’ 
visit to Dublin was the laying of the foundation stone of the New Royal College of Science 
by His Majesty the King. The arrangements in connection with this ceremony were 
carried out in conjunction with the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 
A pavilion, 180 feet long by 45 feet wide, was provided for the accommodation of 
ticket holders, and on one side a dais was erected, on which the King and Queen took 
their places during the ceremony. The platforms on the right and left of the dais 
provided 340 seats each, while that in front contained reserve seats for 120 visitors, 
including His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant and guests, and His Royal Highness 
the Duke of Connaught. After Sir Horace Plunkett, Vice-President of the Department 
of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, had read an Address describing the origin 
and objects of the proposed building, and His Majesty had graciously replied, Mr. G. 
C. V. Holmes, Chairman of this Board, handed to His Majesty a statement of 
the origin of the building, together with a collection of the coins of the current year 
and copies of the newspapers of the day (29th April, 1904). These articles were deposited 
by His Majesty in a receptacle in the pedestal, and after the stone had been lowered 
into its position His Majesty declared that it had been well and truly laid. The entire 
ceremony occupied only a short time, but the requisite arrangements called for 
considerable preparation in advance, and it is satisfactory to record that no single 
untoward incident marred the effect of the function. His Majesty was pleased to 
express his satisfaction with the arrangements made both at the Victoria Wharf, 
Kingstown Harbour, and at the laying of the foundation stone. 


Phcenix Parr. 

Good progress has been made during 1904-5 with the scheme of replantation under- 
taken in consequence of the great storm of February, 1903. In our Report for 
1903-4 the main features of the scheme were indicated, and it was stated that two 
plantations, that at the Main Gate, and that on the west side of the Ordnance Survey 
buildings, had already been carried out. The following are the principal improvements 
since made ; — 

1. A plantation along the south side of the Viceregal demesne on the “Nine Acres” 
has been formed of ornamental flowering trees and shrubs. By His Excellency’s 
permission the trees have been placed within, as well as outside the demesne, and 
an iron fencing has been erected along the boundary. By this means, while there will 
ultimately be a considerable improvement to the demesne, the part of the Park used 
by the public gains a new and very beautiful feature at the least possible expense 
of space. The number of shrubs planted was 7,500. As regards its extent, the variety 
of the shrubs planted, and the skill and taste displayed in their arrangement, the 
plantation is considered, in the opinion of a very high authority, to be among the 
best examples of ornamental shrubbery to be found in the United Kingdom. ° The 
plantation was designed and carried out, and the shrubs supplied, by a well known 
nurseryman, Mr. Thomas Smith, of Newry, who some years ago constructed and 
planted a rock garden which has been much admired, in the Park gardens. 
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2 . In connection with this change, it has been found possible to make improvements, 
much desired by the public, in the Polo Ground on the “Nine Acres.” The space 
formerly occupied by the ground was not sufficient to allow the game to be played 
under the best conditions, but it was very difficult to make any enlargement without 
injury to the old elm trees. The destruction of these trees by the storm of 1903 made 
a re-arrangement possible, and at the same time the project of planting on the boundary 
of the Viceregal demesne involved a change in the position of the Polo Club’s pavilion. 
An agreement was therefore come to by which the Club bore the expense of moving 
and re-erecting the Pavilion (which was at the same time enlarged), while the Board 
enlarged the area and changed the direction ol the Polo Ground. The new ground 
measures 1,000 feet by 476 feet, and is more convenient in every respect than the old 
one. The Board, at the same time, in order to give readier access to the large number 
of vehicles which collect at the ground when a match is being played, and to lessen the 
injury to the turf which they cause, constructed a short length (about 238 yards) of 
road connecting the Pavilion with the nearest of the existing roads. 

3. The Back road, running between the north side of the Viceregal demesne and the 
Park boundary, has been widened from 18 to 35 feet for more than half its length ; 
the work is in active progress, and the whole road will have been widened and planted 
by the end of 1905. This road, besides being the principal route for tradesmen’s 
carts serving the residences in the Park, is crowded with vehicles on the occasion of 
race meetings at the Phoenix Park race-course, outside the Ashtown Gate, and its 
widening is a very necessary improvement. Since the natural fall of a large area of 
country outside the Park is along the line of this road, the work has necessarily 
included a considerable amount of drain construction in order to carry off the surface 
water. An unclimbable iron fence has been erected on the Viceregal Lodge side of 
the road in place of a deep unsightly sunk fence which has been tilled in. The ground 
on the site of the old sunk fence will be planted in the autumn with a thick bank of 
ornamental and flowering shrubs. 

4. Of the 800 ever-green oaks which, as mentioned in our last Report, the Board 
owe to the generosity of Lord Ardilaun, over 200 were used during 1903-4 in forming 
the plantation at the Main Gate. The remainder were planted, during the spring of 
1905, in groups round the northern boundary of the Park in the neighbourhood of the 
Ashtown Gate, thus adding a feature of great beauty to what has hitherto been one of 
the barest and least interesting parts of the Park. A group has also been placed at 
the north gate of the Under Secretary’s demesne. 

5. It is proposed during the autumn of this year to form a plantation at the gravel 
pit near the Ohapelizod Gate. This will complete the more important and urgent 
part of the scheme set forth in our last Report. Another improvement not connected 
with that scheme has been made in the Park Gardens, by the levelling and planting 
of a bank, formerly rough and unsightly, on the north side of the lake.

Purchase of Land adjacent to the Ph(enix Park. 

In the year 1902 it was suggested to Mr. Wyndham, then Chief Secretary, that it 
would be very desirable to purchase the land lying on the south side of the Lmuy 
opposite the Phoenix Park, because if not purchased by the Government it was likely 
before long to be so built upon as to disfigure the most beautiful of the Park views. 
W e understand that the suggestion cam e from M r. T. M. Healy , M. P. Mr. Wyndham, after 
obtaining information and suggestions from this Board, entered into communications 
with Your Lordships, with the ultimate result that an extensive tract of land m the 
townland of Inchicore North, running from Islandbridge nearly up to Ohapelizod, was 
acquired by the Commissioners of Woods and Forests, and will shortly be leased to this 
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Board at a rental calculated at 3|- per cent, of the purchase-money, with an option 
to us to purchase when funds are available. 


Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883.

During the past year the construction of a breakwater and the deepening of the 
Harbour and other minor works have been authorised at Passage East, County Water- 
ford, at an estimated cost of £6,000, to be provided as follows: — £2,000 by the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction ; £2,000 by the County Council ; 
and £2,000 as a free grant from the Sea Fisheries Fund.

The estimated cost of the works at Ardmore has been increased from £3,000 to„ 
approximately, £3,700, owing to unanticipated difficulties which have arisen in exca- 
vating the materials for the foundations of the Breakwater.

Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (54 and 55 Vic., cap. 48). Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899 (62 and 63 Vic., cap. 50). 

Transfer to the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction. 

The 15th Section of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, 
62 and 63 Vic., c. 50, provided amongst other things that portion of the Sea and Coast 
Fisheries Fund reserved by the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, for expenditure 
elsewhere than in the Congested Districts counties, including all money due on foot of 
loans and for interest, dividends, and other annual income payable on account of the 
same, should be placed at the disposal of the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction. 


The Act came into operation on the 1st April, 1 900, but the Board, with the consent 
of Your Lordships, and for the convenience of the Department of Agriculture, con- 
tinued to carry on the operations of the Fund until the 31st March, 1904, from which 
date the management of it was transferred to the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction under the authority of an Order in Council dated the 24th 
March, 1904. During the ensuing month the Board completed the transfer to the 
Department of all the securities and cash in their hands to the credit of the account, 
together with all the books, papers, &c., showing the transactions of the Fund. The 
following table gives a general outline of the transactions of the Fund during the time 
it was administered by this Board, up to the 31st December, 1903, when the accounts 
were balanced. Between that date and 31st March, 1904, there were additional 
advances made amounting to £485 3s. id., and repayments received amounting to 
£527 9s. Id

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New Royal College of Science ; and Removal and re-arrangement of Public Offices. 

Reference was made in our Report for 1903-04 to the overcrowded condition of some 
of the public offices in Dublin, and in connection therewith to the passing of the Public 
Offices Site (Dublin) Act of 1903. Under that Act possession of the houses, gardens, 
and outbuildings of Nos. 5 to 13 Upper Merrion-street, and Nos. 2 and 3 Kildare- 
place, were acquired. 

The premises in Upper Merrion-street, together with those already acquired, con- 
stitute a large oblong site (about 385 feet frontage and 320 feet in depth), on which it 
is contemplated that a complete quadrangle will ultimately stand, one-half of the 
buildings forming the new College of Science and the other half being devoted to 
Government Offices. The funds available under the present Act, however, are intended 
for the erection of the College of Science, and the Government Offices have been 
o-iven accommodation in the mean time in the existing houses in Merrion-street. 

The plans for the College of Science are almost complete, the excavation for the 
foundations has been carried out, and a contract for the foundations themselves is about 
to be entered into. The work of excavation was pushed on at an early period of the 
year with a view to mitigating in some degree the distress which prevailed in Dublin, 
through want of employment, during the winter of 1904-5. 

The houses Nos. 6 to 11 Upper Merrion-street are at present being used to provide 
accommodation for our Department, and by its removal from the Custom House the 
congestion there has been much relieved, the Local Government Board and the Inland 
Revenue Office obtaining increased accommodation, which was greatly needed. Room 
has been found there also for the Stationery Office — removed from No. 6, Upper 
Merrion-street, and for the Civil Service Commissioners’ Office — from No. 64, Merrion- 
square. No. 5 Upper Merrion-street has been assigned to the Department of 
Agriculture and Technical Instruction, which required some additional room for its 
increasing staff. No. 12 is still occupied by the Solicitor to the Irish Land Com- 
mission, and No. 13 is now occupied by the Veterinary Department, a branch of the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, which had hitherto been accom- 
modated in offices at La Touche’s Bank, Dublin Castle. The rooms vacated there have 
been occupied by the Prisons Board and Inspectors of Lunacy. 

The removal of our office from the Custom House, with its accumulated records of 
some seventy-three years, and many books and reports of Commissions, whose duties 
bad been merged with ours, covering a period of the 18th century, proved to be a very 
heavy undertalcing ; but it was accomplished without any confusion. The Board 
recognise and desire to record their appreciation of the energy and ability displayed 
by their officers in dealing with the task, and they believe that the re-arrangement of 
their offices will tend to the discharge oi the duties by the staff with convenience and 
despatch. The removal took place during the month of March. 

Accommodation has been provided temporarily for the office of the Inspectors of 
Irish Fisheries in No. 3 Kildare-place until arrangements can be made to place ir in 
closer proximity to the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction, of 
which it is a branch.

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It will be observed that the expenditure for the present year, while higher than 
that for 1903-04, falls below that of preceding years. The question of revising the 
existing standard plans of National Schools and the authorised scale of grants still 
continues in an unsettled state. Managers, however, by availing themselves to a 
greater extent than in preceding years of special plans, have made more progress than 
was anticipated with building schemes. 

The Commissioners of National Education have continued to allow Managers to 
proceed with the erection of National Schools in accordance with the old plans and 
regulations — (a) where this course is preferred to waiting for the revised plans, and (6) 
in any case where it is proposed to erect a school for not more than sixty children. 
Several important additions to existing school buildings have also been in progress 
during the year. 

Arterial Drainage. 

Proposals are being made in Parliament and elsewhere for a change in the laws 
under which drainage works on a large scale are carried out and maintained in this 
country. Recent Land Purchase legislation appears likely to hasten, over a great 
part of Ireland, that transfer of the control of the soil from large owners to com- 
paratively small occupiers which was initiated by the Irish Land Act of 1870. The 
principal Acts relating to Arterial Drainage were passed before this transfer had begun 
to operate ; and it is maintained that their provisions need modification in accordance 
with the new conditions which now obtain. 

The Act under which Arterial Drainage Schemes are undertaken at the present time 
is the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 88 (The Drainage and Improvement of Lands Act (Ireland) 
1863) ; the Act under which the greater part of the works now existing were carried 
out dates from twenty years earlier (5 and 6 Vic., cap. 99 — The Drainage (Ireland) 
Act, 1842). The broad difference of principle between the two statutes is that under 
the earlier, of 1842, the Board of Works were responsible both for the design and the 
execution of the works undertaken, although they proceeded only upon the request of 
landowners interested and with the consent of the majority of landowners affected ; 
while under the later Act of 1863 the Board’s functions are confined to sanctioning or 
refusing to sanction the scheme, regulating procedure, and certifying the due 
expenditure of funds, and the promoters themselves design and execute the works. 
Under the present as under the former law funds are provided by means of loans 
which we advance, and the proprietors of lands affected by each scheme contribute, 
in proportion to the benefit they derive, both to the repayment of the loan and to the 
subsequent, expenses of maintenance ; and the proprietors so contributing form a consti- 
tuency to elect a governing body which raises and expends the contributions for main- 
tenance and is responsible for the continued efficiency of the works. 

Under the Act of 1842 works were carried out in 120 Drainage Districts at a cost of 
£2,390,612, made up as follows : — 

Loans advanced by the Board .... £2,082,052 

Capital raised by private debentures .... 167,487 

Government Free Grants .... 141,073

Of the amount advanced by the Board — viz., £2,082,052, £874,447 had been repaid, 
£1,207,582 remitted, and £23 was outstanding on the 31st of March, 1905.* Most 
of the expenditure was incurred in the years immediately succeeding the Famine, 
when, in order to meet the special circumstances of the time, numerous works on a great 
scale were undertaken. When these works were being brought to a conclusion large 
remissions of debt were made. The Act of 1863 superseded that of 1842, except as regards 
the maintenance of districts already constituted. Under the Act of 1863 works have up 
to the present been carried out in sixty-three Drainage Districts at a cost of £1,034,526, 
of which £65,000 was a free grant, and the remainder was advanced by this Board. 
£406,563 is outstanding. There have been no remissions of debt. 

The Royal Commission on Public Works in Ireland appointed in 1887 enquired into 
Arterial Drainage among other matters. Their First Report (§§ 3, 4, 5) gives a full 
account of the Acts above mentioned, and of various amending Acts passed in the 
interval between 1863 and 1887. The Commission took note of the changed conditions 
produced by the Land Law Act of 1881 ; they pointed out that the landlords had no 
longer the same motives for improving their land as before that Act had passed ; they 
also pointed out that the division of a single river basin into districts under the control

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of independent Boards was in many respects an unsatisfactory arrangement. They 

accordingly recommended that each river basin in Ireland should be placed in charge 
of a single conservancy Board, which should be responsible for the maintenance of 
existing works and (in most cases) for the inception of new schemes. They also 
recommended provisions for the representation of occupying tenants (as well as other 
interests) on these Boards, and for changes in procedure, making it easier for small 
occupiers to set the machinery of the Acts in motion. 

Two legislative changes have been made somewhat on the lines advocated by the 
Commission— (1) In the Drainage and Improvement of Land (Ireland) Act, 1892, 
provision was made for the substitution of occupiers for owners, in individual cases, in 
the promotion of drainage schemes ; very little advantage has been taken of this 
provision. (2) In the Local Government (Ireland) Act of 1898 a new departure was 
made in drainage legislation by the enactment (s. 20) that the Irish Local Government 
Board may transfer to a County Council the powers and duties of a Drainage Board 
or Drainage Trustees, with the consent of the Board or Trustees, or without such consent 
if it appears that the drainage authority has ceased to exist. 

The proposals at present being made are of two kinds. On the one hand it is 
demanded that powers should be given to County Councils to undertake schemes of 
Arterial Drainage ; on the other hand the Government is urged to resume and to 
exercise the functions which it had under the Act of 1842, and to carry out 
necessary or desirable works on its own responsibility and (which is a new 
proposal) at the public expense. We observe that a commission is being appointed 
to enquire into the working of the Acts and the legislative changes which may be 
necessary. It is not within our province to make legislative proposals ; but certain 
observations which have a direct bearing on the present condition of things are 
suggested to us by experience of the working of the existing and the former Acts. 

(1.) Procedure for the Promotion of Schemes . — The present procedure is as 
follows : — 

(a.) The promoters present a memorial to us with maps, plans, estimates, and 
schedules, showing in full detail the works proposed, the lands affected, the names, 
&c., of the owners, the estimated cost, and the estimated benefit to all the lands to 
be improved. They at the same time deposit a copy of all these documents for 
public inspection at an office within the proposed district, and publish notices. 

(6.) We appoint an independent engineer whose duty it is (l) to examine the 
plans and estimates, &c., (2) to hold a public enquiry in the district and hear any 
objections made, (3) to report to us on the whole scheme. 

(c.) If, upon consideration of the report, we are of opinion that the scheme is 
practicable and likely to be profitable, and if a moiety of the proprietors affected 
(having regard to the amount of their interest) have signified their consent, we 
make a Provisional Order constituting the district and the drainage board. 

(d.) The Order, if confirmed by Parliament, becomes valid, and the works are 
carried out by the drainage board by means of funds which we advance on loan. 

(e.) When the works are completed we make an award determining the pro- 
portions in which the owners of lands benefited are liable to contribute both to the 
repayment of the loan and to the subsequent costs of maintenance ; the award is 
published as a draft, and is made final with any alterations which we think fit to 
make after a public enquiry at which objections may be brought forward. 

Since the promoters of such schemes must engage an Engineer to draw up plans 
and estimates, and must incur other expenses of publication, &c.,_ and since these 
•expenses, together with those of the enquiry, fall finally upon them if the schemes are 
not approved, it is clear that the Acts can only be set in motion by persons with some 
command of capital. In most parts of Ireland the occupying tenants are not in a 
position to incur such expenditure, nor is it, we think, to be anticipated that the 
transfer of ownership to the occupiers under the Land Purchase Acts, however general, 
will make much alteration in this respect at any rate in the immediate future. It was 
to be expected, therefore, that those who desire an extension of arterial drainage should 
press for legislation which would transfer the power of initiating schemes either to 
Local Authorities or to the Government. If any such transfer is carried out, involving, 
as it probably will, radical changes in the present procedure, the question of safeguards 
against impracticable or unprofitable schemes will require very careful consideration. 
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Experience both of schemes which are not approved, and of those which, after being 
carried out, fail to give the results expected, leads us to think that the precautions 
of the present procedure, though elaborate, are not superfluous, in existing circum- 
stances, and that any new procedure should provide equivalent safeguards. It is clear 
that consideration cannot profitably be given by a public body to a scheme of arterial 
drainage until it is drawn up in some detail by a professional person, and unless there 
is prima Jade evidence that it will repay the money to be expended upon it ; and it is 
also clear that owners or occupiers of land will not be willing to bear the cost of con- 
struction and maintenance unless at least the preponderant part of them are convinced 
that the works are likely to be of benefit. The peculiar formation of most Irish rivers, 
while rendering arterial drainage often desirable and in some cases necessar}q also 
makes its results peculiarly uncertain ; and the execution of ill-considered schemes is 
one of the most wasteful forms of expenditure. 

(2.) Maintenance of existing Works . — Fublic attention is naturally directed in the main 
to the method of initiating fresh schemes ; but we desire to emphasize the view that the 
maintenance of existing works is a question of at least equal importance and, at the 
present time, of much greater urgency. The law entrusts this duty, as already 
mentioned, to Drainage Boards or Trustees elected by the proprietors of improved land. 
The efficiency of drainage works depends on constant and careful work of maintenance, 
such as the clearing of channels, the repair of banks, &c. Although the self-interest 
of those who paid for the original works furnished the strongest motive for diligent 
attention to maintenance, it early became manifest that powers of intervention might 
usefully be given to a Government department, and accordingly in 1866 the Drainage 
Maintenance Act was passed, by which this Board were empowered to require a Drainage 
Board, or Trustees, to execute any necessary works of maintenance, and, in default of 
compliance, to execute the works and charge the cost on the district. Since 1866 the 
Board have carried out works under this Act on forty-five occasions ; and no doubt 
the knowledge that the Commissioners had this power has stimulated the action of 
Boards and Trustees in many other cases. 

The Land Law Act of 1881 and subsequent legislation have introduced some 
difficulty into' the working of these Acts by making the tenant instead of the landloi’d 
the person primarily interested in the condition of the holding. The tenants are not 
represented on the Drainage Boards. This difficulty will be removed by the progress 
of Land Purchase. When the tenants become owners under the Land Purchase Acts 
they succeed to the powers and liabilities of their former landlords in respect of the 
maintenance of drainage works. There has not yet been much experience of the 
working of the Drainage Acts under these new conditions, but certain facts which have 
come before us point to the existence of two dangers — first, that there may be expense 
and difficulty in collecting the drainage maintenance rates from a large number of small 
occupiers ; and second, that the new owners may not in all cases fully understand the 
necessity of careful and constant maintenance. 

This question is one of direct financial concern both to the Government and the 
ratepayers ; for the ability of tenant purchasers to pay their annuities will be seriously 
impaired if the works which preserve their land from flooding are not properly 
maintained. 

(3.) The last observation we have to make does not fall properly within the scope 
of Arterial Drainage, but it is closely connected with the subjects just discussed. 
There must be a large number of drainage works in Ireland which affect more than one 
holding, but not more than one estate, and which have therefore been carried out and 
are maintained by individual landlords and not by Drainage Boards. For some of these 
works this Board made loans under the Land Improvement Acts ; others were no doubt 
executed without any State assistance, and the Government has no information about 
them. When tenants on such an estate purchase their holdings there is no authority 
whatever which can carry out works for the common good or compel the co-operation 
of those interested ; if they fail to agree as to their respective shares in the work to be 
done it will probably remain undone. How many cases of this kind there may be in 
Ireland is matter of conjecture. 

Bann Drainage. 

Durino- the last few years much public attention has been directed to the flooding 
which occurs in certain places on the shores of Lough Neagh and the Bann River. 
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The Irish Government requested, in October, 1903, that a report might be drawn 
up by the Board’s Engineer embodying a scheme of improvement. The report was 
furnished accordingly on 31st May, 1904, and was presented to Parliament (Cd. 2205 
of 1904). Its conclusions were not accepted by those claiming to represent local 
opinion, and an appeal was made to the Government to obtain a further report 
from an independent engineer. The Irish Government, with Your Lordships’ consent, 
has complied, and has requested Sir Alexander Biimie, President-Elect of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, to investigate and report upon the whole question. It will be 
useful to summarize here the previous history. 

1,712 square miles of land in the counties of Antrim, Down, Armagh, Monaghan, 
Tyrone, and Londonderry drain into Lough Neagh by means of five considerable 
rivers (the Upper Bann, Blackwater, Maine, Moyola, and Ballinderry), and numerous 
lesser streams. Lough Neagh is the largest fresh water lake in the United Kingdom, 
having an area of 153 square miles. The total “catchment area,” therefore, is 
(1,712 + 153), 1,865 square miles. One inch of rainfall over this area amounts to 
over 4,332 millions of cubic feet of water. Only a part of the water falling as rain on 
the land is discharged by the rivers and streams into Lough Neagh, the remainder 
evaporating or being absorbed ; in practice it has been found that about 2,500 
millions of cubic feet of water is the maximum amount which, in time of heavy ram, 
pours into Lough Neagh in twenty-four hours. 

Lough Neagh has only one outlet, the Lower Bann, which runs a course of thirty- 
two miles to the sea at Coleraine. The ordinary summer discharge of Lough Neagh 
into the Lower Bann is about 66,000 cubic feet per minute, i.e., 95 million cubic 
teet in the twenty-four hours, though it is sometimes less than half this amount. 
The maximum flood, therefore, which may have to be disposed of in the twenty-four hours 
is a quantity twenty-six times as great as that which flows out of Lough Neagh on an 
ordinary summer day. With any channel which could be excavated (or the Lower 
Bann, it would be impracticable to draw off such a flood at the same rate at which 
it pours in ; Lough Neagh, therefore, has to act as a reservoir, i.e., its level must rise. 
An addition of 356^ million cubic feet raises the level one inch ; the addition of 2,500 
million cubic feet would, therefore, if there were no outflow, raise the level seven inches 
in twenty-four hours. 

The practical engineering problem, therefore, was and is — given the maximum height 
to which Lough Neagh can rise without damaging the neighbouring lands, to make 
the channel of the Lower Bann of such a size that it will draw off a heavy flood before 
the flood has raised the lake above the given height, and an exceptionally heavy flood 
before the flood has raised the lake much above that height. 

The problem is further complicated by the fact that the Lower Bann has a 
catchment area of its own, amounting to 340 square miles ; and the channel must, 
therefore, be sufficient to carry off the rain falling in this area as well as the floods 
from Lough Neagh. 

From the year 1738 onwards the flooding of the country round Lough Neagh was 
the subject of frequent reports by engineers and others. In 1844 the proprietors of 
lands bordering on the lake memorialised the Board of Works, as Commissioners of 
Drainage, and the Board directed Mr. John M‘ Mahon, C.E., a leading engineer of the 
time, to survey the lake and its rivers and to prepare a report. The report was sub- 
mitted at the end of 1845. It described the existing state of things, and made 
proposals “ both as to drainage and navigation, with a view, by the regulation of 
the waters of the Lough and of its tributaries, to relieve the adjoining lands from 
floods, which are at present frequent in their occurrence, and destructive in their 
effects, and by certain modifications in the discharging channel (the Lower Bann), 
to convert the river into a valuable navigation, from the Lough to the sea at 
Coleraine.” 

Mr. M* Mahon’s estimate was that the works which he projected could be carried 
out in three years at a total cost of about £195,000, including £13,U00 for interest on 
money advanced during the three years. This £195,000 he apportioned thus — 
Drainage, 4.109,000 

Navigation, ... 74,000 

Reconstruction of Bridges, . 12,000 

£195,000 

He expected that the expenditure on navigation would prove very remunerative, 
and that considerable profits would also be obtained by using for mills the water 
power made available by the construction of weirs.

SEVENTY-THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OP THE [1904-5. 

Mr. M'Mahon’s plans were adopted, with the approval of proprietors of lands 
affected, and were carried out by the Board of Works. Instead of being completed 
in three years, the work occupied more than twelve ; it was begun in 1847, and handed 
over to the two constituted authorities, the Drainage Board and the Navigation Board, 
in L859 ; the whole work of excavation, however, was not completed till 1861. 
The chief reason for this slow progress was the difficulty of obtaining labour, 
owing to emigration after the famine, and also owing to the construction of railways. 
This difficulty and consequent delay was common to all the numerous and important 
works of arterial drainage which this Board was at that time engaged in carrying out. 
Inasmuch as twelve years intervened instead of three between the commencement of 
the work and the award apportioning the charge, a larger sum than Mr. M‘ Mahon had 
calculated became chargeable as interest — about £47,000 instead of £13,000. The 
actual expenditure on the works carried out was also greater than his estimate by 
about £35,000, partly because of the enhanced cost of labour, and partly because 
certain works for which he had not estimated proved to be necessary. A free grant 
was made by Government of £109,000, and the ultimate net charge to the locality was 
therefore considerably less than the amount of M‘Mahon’s estimate. The total 
expenditure was £264,000, made up as follows (in round numbers) : —

The works thus constructed have been successful to this extent, that since they 
were completed there has never been an instance of summer flooding due to the level 
of Lough Neagh, and that the average height of winter floods has been reduced by 
three feet. Floods are naturally much more destructive in summer, when the crops 
are standing, than in winter. The works finished in 1861 were therefore of substantial 
benefit to the locality. But they have not at any time since their construction quite 
answered the maximum expectations of their projector. Mr. M'Mahon estimated that 
the works which he proposed would confine the lake absolutely, even at the times of 
heaviest flooding, to a certain level which he gave (forty-eight feet above the level of 
low water of ordinary spring tide at Coleraine). From 1861 to 1903 there have only 
been six winters in which the lake did not rise some inches above that level, and in one 
winter of very extraordinary floods (1877), it exceeded the level by four feet. The 
number of days in each year from 1864 to 1904 on which the level of the lake was 
above forty-eight feet is shown in the table on page 17. Between 1877 and 1887 enquiries 
by engineers and others were held, and reports made both to this Board and to the 
two Boards of Trustees for Drainage and Navigation in whom the responsibility for 
maintenance of the works is vested. The view of this Board’s Engineer at the time 
was that, while Mr. M‘Mahon’s estimate was over-sanguine, the works, if properly 
maintained, were sufficient to protect the lands as the lands stood in 1861 against any 
serious damage by ordinary floods ; but that (l) the Navigation Trustees had failed to 
maintain the works sufficiently ; (2) the occupiers of low-lying lands, taking advantage 
of what had been already accomplished, had in many places (particularly in the neigh- 
bourhood of Portadown) cut away bogs below the level of 1861, and in some cases 
even built houses in hollows thus formed ; these hollows it was (and is) impossible to 
protect against flooding, except at an expenditure entirely disproportionate to their value. 

The Royal Commission of 1887 on Public Works in Ireland devoted particular at- 
tention to the case of the Bann. They came to the conclusion that the Navigation 
Trustees had not maintained the works sufficiently, and they estimated the cost, at 
that date, of restoring the works to their original efficiency at £25,000. But they 
also held that the original scheme designed by Mr. M'Mahon was insufficient and 
ought to be extended at a cost which they estimated at £65,000, and they recom- 
mended a free grant of £20,000 by Government towards this expenditure (which 
included the £25,000 necessary for restoration). Accordingly, in 1888 and 1889, 
the Government introduced Bills providing for a Government grant of £20,000 and 
a total expenditure of £65,000 ; these Bills failed to pass. The estimates upon 
which they were founded were prepared by Mr. Gamble, C.E., an engineer not in 
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the employment of this Board, but specially engaged by the Government for this 
purpose. His plans and calculations were left in this Board’s office, and were in 
1903 and 1904 carefully revised by our late engineer, Mr. Dick, and checked by 
means of the recorded heights and volumes of the river and lake at various points 
The conclusion which Mr. Dick reached, and which he embodied in his report of 
31st May, 1904, above mentioned,, was that. Mr. Gamble, like Mr. MMahon, had 
been too sanguine in his estimates, and that the results at which he aimed (general 
practical immunity from winter flooding — noit absolute immunity) would at the 
present time require an expenditure not of £65,000, but of £150,000. He pointed 
out that while the works designed would be of benefit to the whole of the area 
(29,000 acres) partially relieved by MMahon’s scheme, the benefit would not be very 
<rreat, inasmuch as these lands are already by the existing works preserved from 
summer floods, and the winter floods upon them are greatly reduced. The question 
whether the measure of further relief to be expected was worth the expenditure of 
£150,000 could, he said, be answered only by a land valuer of experience. It is, of 
course, a question of the first importance in considering the scheme. After receiv- 
ing this report, the Irish Government communicated with the representatives of local 
interests, expressing the opinion that the benefits to be expected did not warrant 
the expenditure of £150,000, but offering, in case those locally interested took a 
different view, to contribute £50,000 towards the total cost. After some further 
correspondence, the local representatives, as already mentioned, stated that they 
were not satisfied of the validity of our Engineer’s conclusions, and it was decided to 
refer the question to Sir Alexander Binnie for enquiry and report.

Ancient and National Monuments. 

The structures vested in the Board up to the end of the year number 210. With few 
exceptions all of these have been inspected during the year including those m such 
inaccessible places as Tory Island, off the coast of Donegal Inismurray, off the coast 
of Sligo Clare Island, off the Mayo coast; St. Michael s Skellig Rock, oft the Keiry 
coast? St. Kieran’s Church, Clear Island, and Sherkin Island Abbey, County Cork. 

At fifty-eight monuments repairs have been carried out; a list will be found ill 
Appendix E, pp. 59-60. 

Fiddaun Castle, County Galway, being the most recently vested, the repairs re- 
quired for it were more extensive than for the others. It. has been the practice to 
refer in some detail to one of the structures operated on during the year, and for this 
reason Fiddaun Castle has been selected for the present notice and illustration. 
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Fiddaun Castle, Co. Galway. 

The attention of the Board was drawn to this Castle by Viscount Gough 
K^c.v.o., and Mr. Edward Martyn, of Tillyra Castle. In May, 1901, the Ancilnt 
Monuments Committee recommended the case as one of sufficient interest, as a 
type of the castle of a particular epoch, to warrant the Board in assuming the guar- 
dianship of it. In November, 1902, a deed was executed by the owner, William J. 
de Blaquiere, Esq., constituting the Board guardians of the structure. 

,, The Ca,st1e was one of three belonging to the O’Shaughnessys, who were chiefs of 
the tribe named Kmeal Aedh na Echte ; one of them, Sir Roger O’Shaughnessy, was 
created a baronet by Henry VIII., a.n. 1545. The O’Shaughnessy Estates were in 
part confiscated in 1697, the then owner, Colonel Wm. O’Shaughnessy, havino- been 
attainted and obliged to fly to France, where he died a.d. 1744. The castle was 
inhabit^ continuously by members of the O’Shaughnessy family until 1729, when 
Lady Helena 0 Ke ly died _ there. She was the widow of the last resident 
O bhaughnessy, and had married O’Kelly after her first husband’s death. 

There are many castles in County Galway, but few of them have so large an 
is n i2°7 S£ feet i a n W fncb°i surrounding them as Fiddaun.

First Floor.-On the first floor there is a large room 15ft. 6in. by 15ft Oin lighted 
by a small window at the south side The floor of this room was 7 carried on Sams 
resting on stone corbels set m the walls.

Second Floor.— The large room on the second floor is 19 ft. 0 in. bv 15 ft Oin W 
is lighted by two small windows south and west, a larger window east, and a small 
loop in south-west angle. In the south-east angle is a defence chamber with loop-holes 
This room is supported by an arch. The small room adjoining, 13ft. Oin by tift 9in 
was supported by beams on corbels, and is lighted by two small windows ’north 
and west. It also has a defence chamber loop-holed for muskets, and this with the other 

chamber commands all the external walls of the castle. These chambers one on 
the north-west angle, and the other on the south-east angle of tile castle are carried 
on corbels and project 12in. from the face of the castle walls. They have open 
spaces in the floors, in addition to the loop-holes for defence. There is a large fire

Caislain-beg or “ The Gate Lodge.” 
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Third Floor .— The third floor rested on beams supported by stone corbels. The 
large room, 20 ft. by 16 ft. 9 in., has a fireplace with a well-wrought and moulded 
stone chimney piece, and is lighted by a good mullioned window on the eastern side, 
and by two small windows south and west. The small room, 13 ft. bv 6 ft. 9 in., 
has a mullioned window on the north side and a small window on the west side. 
Entering from the small room by a narrow door in the window jamb, there is a closet 
'garde-robe) 2 ft. 6 in. wide, formed in the thickness of the wall. At the southern end of the 
closet there is an outlet 10 in. wide, connected with the shaft carried down through 
the wall. 

Fourth Floor . — The fourth floor was also supported by beams and corbels. The 
large room is 16 ft. 6 in. by 15 ft. 4 in., and lighted by a small window in the southern 
wall. The small room, 12 ft. 9 in. by 6 ft. 10 in., was lighted by two windows, north 
and west. 

There was no fireplace on this floor. The passage between the two rooms, o tt. 
2 in. wide, is supported by an arch, and has a. small chamber (garde-robe) at the 
western end similar to that on the first floor, and connected with the shaft running 
down through the wall. 

Fifth Floor . — The fifth floor is supported by arches, and there is nothing at present 
to show how many rooms were on it, but probably it was arranged somewhat similar 
to the other floors. There was a fireplace at the south-west end. 

A ttic Floor— The attic floor was carried on corbels and beams, and was approached 
by a continuation of the spiral stairs, and from the landing at this floor, steps led up 
to the parapet, and to a watch turret. 

Caislain Beg . — The building called “ The Gate Lodge ” and “ Caislain Beg is 
situated about 180 yards north-east of the Castle. It is three stories m height.^ 
The lower storey is Vaulted and is well fortified with loop-holes from the warders 
rooms, and from each side of the north-eastern gateway. There was a drawbridge 
at this crateway and a ditch filled with water. The other two stories were also well 
fortified. 

The drawings show the construction of the castle, which is a good type of a 
fortified residence of the 16th century. It is in many respects like the Castle ot 
Ardameelavane, situate about four miles from Lough Cutra and six froni rid claim. 
Ardameelavane had no courtyard beyond the space between the castle and the edge 
of the rock on which it was built. It has been repaired and put into good order by 
Lord Gough at his own expense, and may be regarded as a companion structure to 
Fiddaun Castle. 


(2). TRAMWAYS AND LIGHT RAILWAYS. 

Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1883. — Creation of Reserve Fund. 

In our Report for 1903-4, details were given of the steps taken by the Board to 
secure the creation of a special fund by the respective Companies for the purpose of 
meeting abnormal charges for improvements, the renewal of stock, etc. 1 he Board 
of Trade Arbitrators for the nine railways concerned had during 1903-4 (as already 
reported) unanimously agreed to the principle of the proposed fund, and had approved 
the Board’s definite proposals for six of the lines. During 1904-5 the Board, after in- 
quiry as to the circumstances of each undertaking, formulated proposals for two other 
lines which were approved by the Arbitrators. The Board have been in communi- 
cation with the several County Councils whose approval to the creation of a Reserve 
Fund for each line is necessary. The results, however, have not been as satisfactory 
as was anticipated, for whereas the proposals were approved in three cases, the 
Councils refused to adopt the recommendations of the Arbitrators in three others, 
in one case because thev disapproved of the working and management of the line 
IDubhn and BlessingtonVand in two others because in their opinion the financial burdens 
imposed on the County by the Kailways (West and South Clare) are already excessive 
The three proposals approved were Clogher Valley, Cavan and Leitrim, and Cork and 
Muskerry Railways, and funds have been established m connection with all three 
As to the two remaining lines, namely, the Donoughmore Extension, and the Schull 
and Skibbereen, the Committee oi Management of each declined to approve of the 
creation of a fund, the reason given in the second case being that they considered 
their present arrangement of getting money from the Bank when required satis-

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Advances, Repayments, and Arrears. 

The earliest mention of Public Works Loans to be found in the Abstract (Appendix 
G.) submitted by the Board is in connection with the Statute 57 Geo. III., e. 34, passed 
in 1817. The total of all loan advances from that date to 31st March, 1905 (with 
certain loans made under special Acts before 1817), is £46,529,301. 

The classified abstract in Appendix (G.), pages 62 to 65, shows the portions of this 
amount which have been (1) repaid, (2) remitted, (3) written off from Local Loans 
Fund, or (4) which remain outstanding. The figures showing repayment, remission, 
&c., of the aggregate are as follows : —

The aggregate of outstanding balances is represented in the books of the Office bv 
34,521 open accounts. The loans generally are in course of repayment by half-yearly 
instalments. 

The amount issued to borrowers in the year 1904-1905 out of moneys advanced by 
the National Debt Commissioners for loan purposes was £703,520, as against £774,593 
in 1903-1904, and £763,067 in 1902-1903. 

The issues for 1904-5 show a decrease of £71,073 as compared with 1903-4. 

Increased issues were made on the following services : — Loans to County Councils’ 
£17,020; Labourers Acts, £12,878 ; Dispensary Houses, £2,688 ; Arterial Drainage, 
26 and 27 Vic., £1,794 ; Land Improvement, £4,750 ; Land Law, £4,394 • Glebe* 
£2,680. 

The most important decreases were on the following services : — Public Health,. 
£81,128; Lunatic Asylums, £33,955 ; Housing of the Working Classess £18,173; 
Railways, £9,442. 

The sum of £29,443 was advanced during the year for Seed Supply in connection 
with the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Bill, 1905.

Arrears on Public Works Loans generally show an increase on balance, as compared 
with 31st March, 1904, of £1,394, mainly accounted for on the following services : — 
Harbours, £840, and Local Boards, £520. 


The arrears of loans for Railways show an increase of £4,169, made up as follows : — 
Increase — Fishguard and Rosslare, £1,226; Letterkenny, £2,450; Limavady and 
Dungiven, £1,605 ; decrease — Southern Railway, £1,112. 

Arrears on Land Loans payable by owners stood at £41,723, as against £39,369 on 
31st March, 1904, an increase of £2,354 to which must be added £492 arrears on 
Loans written off under the Public Works Loans Act, 1904, and £530 arrears on a 
Loan under the Land Act, 1870, where the lands have been sold through the Land 
Commission, making a total increase of £3,376, which is made up as follows Land 
Improvement Loans — Increase, £3,250 ; Land Act, 1870— Increase, £126. 


The increase is to be attributed mainly to the large number of loans affected by 
sales under the Land Act, 1903, where there has been delay in distributing the purchase 
money. 


The issues made in the year under the Land Law Act, 1881 (44 and 45 Vic., c. 49, 
sec. 31) brought the total advances, from the commencement of the service, to 
occupiers of land for the improvement of their holdings to £1,277,540 10s. Od. Of 
this sum £690,896 16s. Id. principal had been repaid, and £11,218 Is. id. written off 
the assets of the Local Loans Fund to the 31st March, 1905, and on that date there 
were arrears of principal £15,104 14s. 5 d. which with £560,320 18s. 5d. principal not 
yet due, represented the total amount outstanding, viz : — £575,425 12s. IOcL 

The arrears, principal and interest, under the Land Law Act, 1881, stood at 
£19,326 at the close of the year as against £17,743 on 31st March, 1904, an increase 
of £1,583. £199 of the arrears existing on 31st March, 1904. were written off under 
the Public Works Loans Act. 1904, making a total increase of £1,782. 


The arrears on Arterial Drainage charges payable by owners show an increase of 
£561, and on the charges payable by occupiers in the River Suck Drainage District 
an increase of £156. 
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Rates of Interest. 

By Treasury Minute of 3rd March, 1904, the rates of interest on loans advanced on 
the security of local rates were fixed at 3^ per cent, for 20, 3f for 30, 4 for 40 and 4£ 
for 50 years.

Legislation in 1904. 

Strabane, Raphoe, and Convoy Railway ( Extension to LetterJcenny ) Act, 1904. 

4 Edw. VII., ch. cci. 

This Act authorises the construction of a railway from Convoy to Letterkenny, a 
distance of ten miles. It is an extension of the line from Strabane to Convoy 
authorised by the Strabane, Raphoe, and Convoy Act of 1903. Full particulars of 
tnis project and the Board’s position as mortgagees in possession of the Letterkenny 
Railway, with which the new line will connect, are contained in the Annual Report 
for 1903-04. Powers for the whole line from Strabane to Letterkenny, via Raphoe 
and Convoy, were sought by the Promoters in the Bill of 1903, but the Lords’ Com- 
mittee approved of the Strabane to Convoy portion only, and omitted the extension 
from that point to Letterkenny. The Bill of 1904 was practically a revival of that 
portion of the scheme. The position taken up by the Board when the Bill of 1904 
was under the consideration of the House of Commons was similar to that adopted 
in connection with the Bill of the previous year, namely, one of neutrality up to the 
passing of the preamble by the Parliamentary Committee. After the preamble had 
been passed, the Board secured the insertion of clauses for the protection of their 
interests in the Letterkenny Railway, including safeguards in connection with the 
Promoters’ powers to effect a physical junction with the Letterkenny Railway, to 
use the station, sidings, and conveniences of the Letterkenny Company, and to 
exercise running powers over portions of the Letterkenny Railway. A clause was 
also inserted, at the instance of the Board, providing for mutual traffic facilities, 
including through bookings for passengers, merchandise, and live stock, the inter- 
change of wagons and carriages, and all other facilities for the accommodation of 
through traffic, and the provision of direct connection between the trains of the 
several Companies. 

The financial clauses of the Act of 1903 authorising the Donegal Company to sub- 
scribe a sum not exceeding £40,000 towards the capital of the undertaking are super- 
seded by the provisions of the Act of 1904 (sec. 26) under which the Great Northern 
Railway Company (Ireland) are authorised to subscribe a sum not exceeding 
£70,000 towards the capital of the new line. An agreement between the latter 
Company and the Strabane, Raphoe, and Convoy Railway Company, dated 5th 
April, 1904 (scheduled to the Act of 1904), provides for the working of the new line 
by the Great Northern Company. 

During the consideration of the Bill by the committee of the House of Lords an 
agreement between the Midland Railway Company of England and the Great North- 
ern Railway Company (Ireland), dated 1st July, 1904, was handed in for the infor- 
mation of the Committee. That agreement provides that the two Companies shall 
join in working the railway from Strabane to Letterkenny, each Company to sub- 
scribe an equal amount towards the capital of the Strabane, Raphoe, and Convoy 
Company. These proposals form part of an arrangement arrived at between the 
two Companies referred to, for the transfer to them of the system of the Donegal 
Railway Company ; and statutory powers for these purposes were sought in the Great 
Northern (Ireland) and Midland Railways Bill, 1905. The Committee of the House 
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of Commons having on the application of the Londonderry Harbour Commissioners 
introduced into the Bill of 1905 clauses giving certain preferential rales on through 
croods and cattle traffic to the Port of Londonderry, the Promoters decided to proceed 
no further with that portion of the Bill which relates to the acquisition of the 
Donegal Railway and the construction and working of the Strabane and Letterkenny 
line. It is understood, however, that the Promoters are considering the question 
of renewing these proposals by way of a fresh Bill in the Session of 1906. 


Ireland Development Grant. 

(3 Edward 7, cap. 23.) 

Newry, Ready, and Tynan Railivay. 

In 1900 Parliamentary powers (63 & 64 Vic., ch. OCLXXV.) were obtained for 
the construction of a light narrow-gauge railway from Tynan to Newry (28],- miles). 
It was intended to be, in effect, an extension of the existing Clogher Valley Railway 
(a guaranteed narrow-gauge line— 37 miles— which connects with the Great 
Northern Railway at both ends— Tynan and Maguiresbridge Stations), the intention 
of the Promoters, with the concurrence of the Clogher Valley Company , having been to 
work the two lines as a joint undertaking. The Promoters, finding it impossible to 
raise the necessary capital (£225,000) authorised by the Act of 1900, were desirous 
of obtaining a State Loan; but this was found to be impracticable, having regard to 
the statutory conditions affecting such loans. Subsequently the Company put for- 
ward proposals for a scheme which, in addition to the authorised Newry and Tynan 
Railway, contemplated the construction of a link line between Maguiresbridge (a 
terminus of the Clogher Valley Railway) and Bawnboy Road (a station on the 
Cavan and Leitrim Railway), with the object of connecting the two existing light 
railways, and affording facilities for the flow of traffic to and from the port of Newry 
without break of gauge. It was also proposed, as part of the scheme, to construct 
two short extensions of the Cavan and Leitrim line (1) from Arigna Station to Arigna 
mines (4£ miles), and (2) from Dromodto Rooskey (2^ miles), the object of the latter 
beino- to connect the existing Cavan and Leitrim line with the Shannon steamers 
and°cargo boats. The Promoters, in bringing these proposals before the Irish 
Government, urged that substantial State aid would be necessary, by way both of 
grant and loan, to supplement their own resources. The proposals for additional 
lines, &c., were subsequently embodied in the Ulster and Connaught Light Railways 
Bill 1903, but during its consideration by Parliament the clauses relative to the 
additional’ lines and State aid were dropped, and the powers given by the Act as 
passed (3 Edw. 7, cap. OCLXII.) were confined practically to an extension of the 
time for construction of the line authorised by the Act of 1900. 

Even for this line the Company still found themselves unable to raise the whole 
of the funds required, and in the autumn of 1903 they again opened negotiations 
with the Irish Government with the object of securing assistance from the funds 
available under the Ireland Development Grant. In the end a grant of £75,000 
representing one-third of the estimated cost of the construction and equipment of 
the Newry, Keady, and Tynan Railway, was provisionally agreed to by the Irish 
Government, and a sum of £25,000, as a first instalment, was included m the revised 
estimate of 4th August, 1904, for the Ireland Development Grant, 1904-05 (Class 
VII., Vote 5), presented to Parliament. An agreement as to the conditions govern - 
ino- the payment of the grant,- and other matters, dated 22nd. February, 1905, was 
entered into by the Lord Lieutenant and the Board of Works with the Company, and 
is scheduled to the Ulster and Connaught Light Railways Bill, 1905, which, inter 
alia, contains provisions for an extension of the time for the acquisition of the 
Bessbrook Tramway, an extension of the time for purchase of lands and for con- 
struction of line, and a modification of the financial sections (22 and 2o) of the 
Company’s Act of 1900. The agreement makes the payment of the grant of £75,000 
subiect to conditions of which the effect is that the Company must raise, by guaran- 
teed, debenture, and ordinary stock, £150,000, and whatever further sums are 
needed to complete and equip the line ; that the grant is to be paid by instalments 
as these sums are raised and the works carried out ; and that the plans and specifica- 
tions and the work done must be approved by the Board of Works. Provision is also 
made for the Company’s working accounts being inspected by us when the railway 
is in operation, and for the disposal of surplus profits should any accrue. 
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It will be seen that by this agreement much the same duties are imposed upon us 
with regard to the Newry-Tynan line as if it were a line constructed under the Rail- 
ways Act (Ireland), 1896. Any expense incurred in the discharge of these duties 
is to be met out of the grant of £75,000. 


Purchase of the Dredger “Sisyphus.” 

In May, 1902, in accordance with Your Lordship’s instructions, a report 
was furnished on the condition of all the piers and other marine works constructed 
by the Board, and by the Piers and Roads Commission. In the course of that report 
it was noted that a considerable portion of the expenditure recommended for the 
maintenance of the various harbours and their approaches was for dredging, and 
the Board expressed the opinion that the work of keeping these harbours and their 
approaches clear of silt would be greatly facilitated if they were empowered to pur- 
chase a suitable dredger which could work along the coast, and be let out to County 
Authorities at a reasonable rate. It was estimated that such a dredger would cost 
between £11,000 and £12,500. 

It appeared afterwards that the Irish Government contemplated the provision 
and use of a dredger in connection with the Marine Works Act, 1902. Further 
consideration, however, made it clear that the dredging necessary for the various 
schemes under the Act could be most economically done by contract, although a 
dredger owned by the Government might be useful eventually for purposes of main- 
tenance at certain places. Finally it was decided that the money should be pro- 
vided out of the Ireland Development Grant, and provision for a first instalment 
ol £6,000 was made in the Estimate for the year ending 31st March, 1905. The 
remaining sum was to come out of the same grant for 1905-06, and provision was 
to be made in that and future estimates for the annual upkeep of the dredger and 
for insurance. The arrangements with the Irish Government were not complete 
till the autumn of 1904, and, as a period of twelve months would be necessary for 
the preliminary negotiations and for the construction of a dredger of the type 
desn-ed, there seemed to be no prospect of the vessel being at work till the season 
of 1906. But in October, 1904, the Fenit Harbour Board made an application to 
us for assistance from public funds towards the expense of necessary work of excava- 
tion m their harbour ; and it appeared that they had gone through all the preliminary 
stages short of actually signing a contract for a dredger then in course of construc- 
tion on the Clyde for the sum of £9,000. Doubts having arisen as to their power to 
purchase a dredger not wholly required for their harbour, they were anxious to 
enter into an arrangement by which the dredger would be made available for Fenit 
under the ownership of the Government. As the plans of the boat under construc- 
tion were found! to be suitable, it was arranged, after some discussion, that the 
dredger should be purchased by us for the Irish Government, and should be let to 
the Fenit 'Commissioners in the first instance. By this arrangement, while relief 
was afforded to the Fenit Commissioners, and dredging provided for that was much 
required for the fishing fleet, the Irish Government obtained the dredger some 
months earlier than was expected, and at a cost substantially below the estimate 
Ihe vessel was completed and launched on the 8th February, 1905, and named the 
• Sisyphus ; she reached Fenit Harbour on the 2nd March, and her trials were 
successfully carried out on the 4th and 6th. She has been let to the Fenit Com- 
missioners for four months, and has other engagements covering the remainder of 
tne season. 

We have, at the request of the Irish Government, and with Your Lordships’ 
sanction, undertaken the duty of corresponding with harbour authorities asking for 
the use of the dredger, as well as the general responsibility for her management 
and maintenance (at the expense of the Ireland Development Grant) The condi- 
tions of letting are drawn up with a view to giving substantial assistance to those 
who have to maintain the harbours, while at the same time not imposing an excessive 
charge on public funds. The payments to be made, therefore, include only the 
expense of working and maintenance (wages of crew, cost of coal, &c.), and the cost 
of insurance during the period of hire, and also a proportion of the continuing charges 
during the winter season, when the vessel is not at work : but no charge is made for 
interest on capital, nor for depreciation. In dealing with applications we consult the 
Department of Agriculture as to the importance of the fishing or other industrial 
interests to be served, and we have regard to the urgency of the requirements and to the 
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ability ot the applicants to obtain what they require in the open market, as well as to the 
arrangement of a programme of work which will reduce to a minimum the time spent by 
the dredger in passage from one scene of operations to another. 

Coach and Steamer Services. 

Railways (Ireland) Act, 1896. 

Particulars of the action taken to give effect to the second object of this Act, 
namely, “Aid in the establishment of steamboats, coaches, &c., and the provision 
of structures necessary for their use,” are contained in the Board’s annual report 
for 1902-03. Three of the Coach and Steamer Services, namely, Tarbert and Lis- 
towel Coach, Tarbert and Kilrush Steamer, and Ennistymon and Ballyvaughan 
Coach, were established on 1st June, 1897, each for a term of seven years; one, the 
Sligo and Belmullet Steamer, on 2nd June, 1899, for a term of seven years; and one, 
tne Rooskey and Dromod Coach, on 1st June, 1898, for a term of six years, and the 
subsidies were calculated on those bases. In the case of the Shannon Steamer 
Service, established on 1st August, 1897, for a term of twelve years, the subsidy, 
spread over a period of seven years, was paid to the Shannon Development Com- 
pany under agreement with this Board, particulars of which are fully set out in the 
annual report for 1897-8. 

Ine subjoined table contains particulars, in each case, of the subsidies allocated, 
and applied, together with the receipts from the opening of the service. Those 
amounts, with the exception of the receipts on the Shannon Service (which are re- 
tained by the Shannon Company), were credited to the monies provided under the 
Act.

had subsidies amounting to £1,700 a year frem seven counties. These subsidies terminated early in 1904. 


The three first-named services were initiated by the Irish Government with the 
double object of providing a through tourist route from Killarney to Galway, and 
testing the necessity for railways to Tarbert and Ballyvaughan. The former object 
was attained to some extent, but the connection to Galway has never been satisfac- 
tory, as the steamer service between Galway and Ballyvaughan (not subsidised) 
which is run during the summer months, is necessarily tidal. As to the second 
•object, as neither of the two coaches carried goods, and as the Ballyvaughan Coach 
was only run during the summer months, the test of the necessity for railways has 
been imperfect. The results in all three cases have been disappointing, the loss in 
working (i.e., the difference between receipts and expenditure) for the full term of 
the subsidised period having been respectively £4,229, £3,729, £1,850. All three 
services were withdrawn on 31st May, 1904, on the expiration of the subsidies. The 
fourth service (Rooskey and Dromod Coach) was continued for a further period of 
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four months in view of the desirability of retaining the connection with the Shannon 
fcteamers at Rooskey during the tourist season of 1904. The service was also with- 
drawn on 30th September, 1904. 

The Sligo and Belmuliet Steamer, under existing arrangements, will continue 
until 31st May, 1906, when the period for which it was established and subsidised 
will expire. The service is efficiently and satisfactorily worked by the Board’s 
contractors, the Sligo Steam Navigation Company, the steamer (s.s. “Tartar”) 
being the property of the Board. The boat runs three times a week in each direc- 
tion during the five months, May to September inclusive, and twice a week in each 
direction for the other seven months. It is much used for merchandise and live 
stock, and it serves a large district between Sligo and Belmullet from intermediate 
calling places. The steamer carries a good many passengers, including harvestmen, 
\n the season. 

The Shannon Steamer Services between Athlone and Killaloe and between Ath- 
lone and Rooskey (daily, Sundays excepted, in each direction), were continued during 
the summer of 1904. They were suspended on 30th September, and the Shannon 
Company, owing to the unremunerative nature of the winter services in previous 
seasons, arranged that the weekly service in each direction between these places, 
worked during the eight- months, October, 1903, to May, 1904, inclusive, should not 
be resumed on 1st October. The Board, having regard to the fact that the annual 
contributions irom the seven comities bordering the Shannon, amounting to £1,700 
per annum, expired early in 1904, approved of this modification in the special cir- 
cumstances.

His diligence and ability earned 
our high esteem, and we received his resignation with much regret.

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APPENDIX (A.) 

DETAILS OF VOTED SERVICES. 

State Residences and Dublin Castle. 

Viceregal Lodge. — The gravelling of the yard at the Aides-de-Camp quarters, which 
was unsatisfactory and expensive, has been replaced by concrete paving. Important 
sanitary improvements have been carried out at ihe Laundry, new porcelain troughs 
have superseded the old timber ones, and improvements have been effected m the drying 
apparatus. Concrete channels have been laid to replace the pebble paving of the 
stable yard, and the general condition of this yard has been improved. At the 
Overseer’s Lodge a supply of water has been laid on from the Corporation mains ; the 
Lodge was formerly dependent on a well and pump for water supply. 

Naval and Military Buildings. 

Royal Hospital, Kilmainham. — The outside sanitary accommodation for indoor 
pensioners has been entirely remodelled according to modern sanitary requirements. A 
disused bath has been removed from the basement to the top storey for the use of the 
non-commissioned staff. The old and defective mortar compo has been removed from 
the exterior of the Infirmary buildings and chimneys, and replaced by Portland cement 
plaster. Enamel dados have been provided in the Infirmary wards throughout for the 
purpose of rendering the wall surfaces non-absorbant. 

At the Master’s Quarters a spare shed has been provided in the farmyard for the 
isolation of sick animals. 

Two additional w.c.’s and slop sinks have been added to the accommodation provided 
last year for in-pensioners. 

Royal Hibernian Military School. — New white enamelled hospital slop sinks and 
modern w.c.’s and appliances have been provided at the Hospital. 

A contract was entered into for building a new infant school on an elevated and 
sunny site adjoining the present buildings. The work has been completed. 

A new ash depot has been provided at the main building. 

Ordnance Survey Office, Dublin. — A number of old buildings have been re-modelled 
and fitted up as stationery stores, carpenter’s shop, &c., thus enabling other buildings 
to be brought into use for draughtsmen’s offices. 

A new wash-house has been erected at the rere of the married men’s quarters for the 
use of the occupants. Additional fire-places have been provided on the ground and 
first floors of the revision building to replace the independent coal stoves, which were not 
satisfactory. 

An electric light installation has been provided for use in the several offices and 
drawing rooms, &c. 

Ordnance Survey Office, Ennis. — The gas mains have been renewed. 


Coast Guard and Royal Naval Reserve Buildings. 

Carnlough, County Antrim. — in connection with the new detachment station recently 
erected here it was found desirable to make better provision for the outfall of the 
sewage by constructing drains to connect with the sewer of the Local Authority, which 
was some distance from the station. 

Cappa, Co. Clare. — Two additional concrete tanks have been provided and the 
ground floors of the lower station relaid in pitch on breeze concrete. 

Crookhaven, Co. Cork. — A tender was accepted for building this new station and 
fair progress has been made with the works. 

Corkbeg, Co. Cork.— A. tender was accepted for building this new station, and it is 
expected the works will be completed and ready for occupation next winter. 

Upper Cove, Co. Cork. — A new concrete rain-water tank has been erected. 
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Union, Hall , Co. Cork. — A new porch and a wash-house have been added to the 
Station Officer’s premises. 

Arranmore, Co. Dnegal, Coast Guard and Signal Station. — This work was coni 
menced early in the year, and though it was carried on under great difficulties owing 
to the remoteness of the site, the buildings were satisfactorily completed and occupied 
before the end of the year. 

Fanad Head , Co. Donegal, Coastguard and Signal Station.— Difficulties having arisen 
in connection with the site, some delay was experienced in making the necessary 
arrangements for commencing the work. A contract was entered into and the work 
was commenced early in the Spring of 1905. 

Millisle , Co. Down. — The water supply has been augmented by the erection of two 
rain-water storage tanks of concrete. 

Tyrella, Co. Down. — The rere boundary of this station has been adjusted for 
oreater facility of access to the yards, and a new enclosing wall has been erected. 

Portrane, Co. Dublin. — Negotiations have been entered into for the acquisition of 
a site for a new station here, and designs have been prepared. 

Lambay Island, Co. Dublin. — Provision was made for improving the quality of the 
water supply at this station, but the work was not proceeded with, as the Admiralty 
arranged to surrender the station site and buildings to the landlord. 

Renmore Battery, Co. Galway. — Rifle butts and a concrete hut have been erected 
on Hare Island. 

Brandon Quay, Co. Kerry.— The works at this new Coastguard Station are 
progressing, and it is expected that it will be ready for occupation during the coming 
winter. 

Tarbert, Co. Kerry. — Seven of the old houses have been reconstructed to form 
additional accommodation. 

Whitestown, Co. Louth.— It is proposed to erect new station buildings here in 
connection with the Signal Station recently constructed, and negotiations are proceeding 
for the acquisition of an extension of the site of the present signal station. 

Cloglier Head, Co. Louth. — A new enclosing wall has been erected around the site of 
the signal station. 

Omeath, Co. Louth. — A new wash-house has been erected. 

Carlingford, Co. Louth. — A new wash-house has been erected for the use of the 
families of the men composing the crew. 

Achill Head, Co. Mayo.— The buildings which are in progress are more than half 
completed. 

Darbys Point, Co. Mayo. — All the houses have been provided with fuel sheds. 

Doohooma, Co. Mayo. — A flag signal hut has been built. 

Ross, Co. Mayo.— An additional concrete tank has been provided. 

Kilcummin. Co. Mayo. — An additional concrete tank has been provided and all the 
gates renewed. 

Belmullet, Co. Mayo.— A wash-house and concrete tank have been provided. Exten- 
sive works of alteration and repair, including the erection of two concrete tanks, have 
been carried out at Logmore, the Divisional Officer s house. 

RagUey, Co. Sligo. — A wash-house has been provided. 

Rosses Point, Co. Sligo.— External porches to all the houses, a boundary wall, 
wash-house, and two concrete tanks have been built. 

Pullendim, Co. Sligo. — All the houses, including Fortville, the Divisional Officer’s 
house, have been provided with external porches. 

Mullaghmore, Co. Sligo. — The yards have been concreted. 

Tramore, Co. Waterford.— The rifle range has been extended, a shelter shed and 
firing points have been provided.

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Dublin Metropolitan Police — New Bridewell. — To meet the requirements of the 
police authorities two cells — one on the male and one on the female side— -were 
padded on modern principles on floors and walls with rubber, for the reception of 
lunatic prisoners, in order to prevent the prisoners from injuring themselves. 

Dublin Metropolitan Police Courts. — Iron protecting railings have been provided 
in the basement and passages, with grates, to afford security against the escape of 
prisoners on their way through the underground passage from the Bridewell to the 
Metropolitan Police Courts. 


Postal and Telegraph Buildings. 

Ballinasloe, County Galway. — The Post Office Authorities are not yet in a position 
to ask the Board to proceed with the main work proposed, which consists of a 
re-arrangement of the ground and first floor accommodation, and the supply of a 
considerable amount of new furniture and fittings ; but, in the meantime, improved 
roof ventilation in the Sorting Office has been provided. 

Belfast.— Considerable work was done in connection with the Telegraph Service 
in the Instrument Room, and an electrically-worked pump for the pneumatic 
tubes was fitted up. The ventilation of the Sorting Office has been improved. A 
large safe has been supplied for the Cash Office, and additional water taps, hand 
pumps, and other fire preventive appliances have been provided. 

Belturbet, County Cavan. — This new building is of brick, with cut-stone dressings 
in the Renaissance style of architecture. The high-pitched gable mullioned windows 
and principal entrance doorway form features of the front elevation, which is based 
with a moulded plinth of grey Newry granite. The building is now finished and 
occupied. 

Bray , County Wicklow. — This new building has been erected in the principal 
street in Bray, and in a central position near the present Post Office. It was occupied 
early in the year 1905- -6. 

Castlebar, County Mayo. — The new building is practically complete and is occupied, 
but the account has nor yet been closed, owing to some small matters left un- 
finished. 

Clones, County Monaghan. — The new building has been completed during the year, 
and occupied for the transaction of business. 

Cork. — The new building will, it is anticipated, be fully completed during the 
year 1905-6. 

Curragli of Kildare. — A postman’s residence is in course of erection at the side of 
the existing Post Office. 

Drogheda, County Louth. — The alterations carried out at this building provide 
more extensive accommodation for the officials ; the vacating of the residential portion 
in the upper storeys by the Postmistress left practically the whole of the first floor 
apartments available for this purpose. A new entrance has been provided, and the 
sanitary arrangements improved. 

Dublin General Post Office. — A portion of the work involved in the extension of 
these premises consists of the acquisition of a house in Henry-street adjoining the 
Post Office, and recently occupied by the Northern Banking .Company, and also of 
the remodelling of this house for offices for the Controller, Chief Clerk, four Super- 
intendents, seven Assistant Superintendents, and thirty Clerks. The structural 
alterations necessary to effect this change, including the lighting and heating, have 
been put in hands, and are approaching completion for early occupation, so as to 
relieve the congestion which exists in the main building. The branches to be trans- 
ferred from the main building are those of the General Correspondence, Mails, 
Establishment, and Survey. The large banking hall, with some slight alterations, 
lent itself readily to the requirements of the Department, and present pressure will 
be much relieved when the transfer has been fully accomplished. At the Accounts’ 
Branch, 14 and 15, Sackville-street, works of addition have been commenced, and 
will provide additional space by raising the rere block of buildings a second storey. 
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Dublin, Aldborough House. — A low pressure system of heating was installed in the 
stores in which uniforms are kept, and during the winter it was found to fulfil 
amply its purpose, although a considerable economy on the preliminary proposals 
was found to be practicable and was affected. In connection with the Stores Branch 
at Aldborough House, a new shed for Parcel Post baskets has been erected. 

Dundalk, County Loutli. — Alterations have been made for providing greater 
accommodation, which was much required, for the Postmaster and Clerks. 

Galiuay. — Extensive improvements have been carried out on the ground floor. 
The Postmaster’s Office has been moved to the front, the general counter extended, 
and a new parcels counter provided. The space for the public has been tiled, and a 
new room for postmen erected in the yard. 

Kells, County Meath. — This office was fully completed during the year, including 
heating by a hot water installation and lighting by gas. It contains the usual 
accommodation for a Public Office, Telegraph Instrument Room, Postmaster’s 
Office. Sorting Room, Battery Room, Store rooms, and Retiring Rooms for Male and 
Female Clerks. 

Limerick. — This building is rapidly approaching completion, and has been partially 
occupied. 

Lisburn, County Antrim. — In connection with the mails in the Sorting Office, 
additional accommodation has been provided, and a -new Bag Room has been erected. 

Londonderry Post Office. - Extensive additions have been found necessary at this 
building, which include an extension of the space for Parcel Post business and Sorting 
accommodation. A contract has been entered into and good progress has been 
made, notwithstanding some delay caused in making the foundations secure, the site 
of the buildings here being in ground which was formerly slob land, and is still 
subject to the action of underground tidal waters from the adjoining river. 

Lurgan, County Armagh. — This building has been completed and is now fully 
occupied. 

Monaghan. — -Negotiations have been entered into for the acquisition of a site for 
a new Post Office, and sketch plans have been prepared for its erection. 

New Ross, County Wexford. — This office has been completed and occupied. 

Portadown, County Armagh. — These premises are rented by the Post Office 
Authorities from the Great Northern Railway Company. Furniture and fittings for 
the various apartments were supplied by the Board during the year. 

Roscrea, County Tipperary. — This work has not been carried out, owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining tenders. 

Skibbereen, County Cork. — This office has been completed and occupied. 


Queen’s Colleges. 

Belfast. — A small glasshouse was erected in the grounds for the propagation of flowers 
for botanical and other purposes. 

Cork. — An electrical light installation has been laid down in the President’s and 
Registrar’s houses, and in most of the Lecture Rooms, &c, The new gate lodge at the 
north-west entrance has been finished and is now occupied. 

Galway. — A great many of the hearths and flues in the residential portions of the 
College have been reconstructed in order to minimise fire risks. The clock tower and 
cupolas hfive been re-covered in lead, and the stone-work repaired. The dissecting-room 
has been provided with a new floor of teak laid in pitch, on concrete and slate tanks 
for the subjects. The Registrar’s garden has been provided with a railing and gate. 
The stable-yard has been concreted, and new manure pits formed. One hundred and 
fifty new locks have been supplied and fitted to the Library book-cases, and the 
remaining one hundred required will be supplied in the currentyear. A new Lecture-table, 
with gas, water, and electric fittings, has been provided for the Chemical Lecture- 
room. 
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Public Parks and Gardens. 

Phoenix Park. — A detailed report on the Park will be found at page 6. 

The walls and floors of the Ladies’ Retiring Room have been tiled, and some addi- 
tional sanitary accommodation provided. 

A new system of heating has been introduced into one of the greenhouses. 

St. Stephen's Green. — Improved lavatory accommodation for ladies has been provided. 

Botanic Gardens. — The drainage of the paths was in some cases unsatisfactory, and 
new pipes and gullevs have been laid down at the Curvilinear and Palm House ranges 
to carry oft’ the surface water. In order to supply an additional and more efficient 
pressure of water over a larger area of the gardens, including the recent extensions, a 
water tower, and tank to hold 7,700 gallons, have been erected in the highest part of 
the ground, the supply to which is obtained bv means of a hydraulic ram from the River 
Tolka. From the tank new service pipes have been laid to various points in the 
ground where most required, and the installation has been working satisfactorily for 
some months. 

Royal Irish Constabulary Buildings. 

Balia, County Mayo. — The day-room has been re-floored. 

Belfast, Glenravel-street. — An extension of the office accommodation at this building 
was made to provide additional space for the sergeant’s office. 

Belfast , Henry-street. — Additional sanitary accommodation has been provided at this 
building. 

Belfast, Leopold-street. — Additional sanitary accommodation has been provided for 
sick men. 

Belfast, Smithfield, — Plans were prepared for the erection of a new barrack here in 
place of that in Queen-street. It was intended to build on a portion of the site about 
to be acquired by the Postmaster-General for an extension of the parcels branch of the 
Post Office in Belfast. It was ascertained by the Inspector-General that he could rent 
a building to be erected for the purpose of a barrack, and this having been approved of 
by the Government, it was not found necessary to proceed with the erection of a Crown 
Barrack. 

Cashel, County Tipperary.— Baths have been fitted up for the use of the District 
Inspector and men. 

Dunmore, County Galway. — A new main drain and a concrete tank have been 
provided. 

Ennistymon, County Clare. — The drains have been partly relaid, and an automatic 
flushing tank provided. 

Glenbane, County Tipperary. — A new ablution room has been provided for the 
men. 

Killarney. — A new bath has been supplied for the use of the District Inspector. 

Limerick , William-street, — A new bath has been fitted up for the use of the men and 
a coal store for general use. 

Lucan, County Dublin. — The existing barrack and an adjoining house have been 
altered and fitted up to provide increased and improved accommodation. 

Lurgan, County Armagh. — The houses which were connected with the Police Barrack 
and District Inspector’s residence have been occupied and found to be very satisfactory, 
being in a central position. As it was proposed to utilise the extensive stores and lofts 
at the rere for the purpose of a “ straw lodge ” for the additional police brought into 
Lurgan in July and August each year, a large addition to the sanitary accommodation 
and water supply was found necessary, and this has been carried out during the past 
year. 

Navan, County Meath.-- An addition was made to the structure to provide sanitary 
accommodation for the Head Constable’s family, who occupy a portion of the 
barracks. 

Roscommon. — Extensive improvements have been carried out. 

Tipperary. — Baths have been fitted up for the use of the District Inspector and 
men. 

Union-quay, Cork. — A new scullery and porch have been erected. 
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National Education Buildings. 

National Education Offices , Dublin. — A new sanitary annexe has been provided for, 
and the work is approaching completion. 

Model Schools, Belfast. — In addition to the ordinary maintenance repairs at this 
building a new wooden ceiling was provided for’ ; the girls’ school-room to replace the 
plaster ceiling. 

Model Schools, Enniscorthy. — The sanitary arrangements have been much im- 
proved. 

Model Schools, Inchicore. — The sanitary accommodation for girls and infants has 
been improved by the substitution of the water carriage system for the pail system 
in use. 

Model Schools Sligo. — An elementary science laboratory has been fitted up. 

Central Criminal Lunatic Asylum, Dundrum. — The re-building and raising of the 
boundary wall have been completed and an electric fire and general alarm system of 
bells fitted up throughout the buildings and grounds. 

Royal Harbours. 

Remarks by the Harbour Masters on the Fishing Industry and Trade of the several 
Royal Harbours will be found in Appendix (D.). 

Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. — The permanent repairs to the sea-slope of the 
eastern breakwater were continued during the year, in concrete, in a substantial manner, 
and protective work to the wharf foundations proceeded satisfactorily. The Carlisle 
Pier received various repairs to the east and west platforms, and was efficiently 
maintained, and the deepening of the mail-boat reserve berth was completed. Dredg- 
ing was carried out about the centre of the harbour, and 17,000 tons of material were 
lifted. At the Traders’ Wharf, Dunleary Pier, the eastern boat platform and the 
harbour yard, repairs were executed. 

The two harbour dredgers were efficiently maintained. 

The roads, wharves, workshops, buildings, cranes, floating and other plant were kept 
in good order and repair and the moorings and buoys overhauled and painted. 
Arrangements are being made to replace the large crane on the Victoria Wharf, now 
no longer serviceable, by a new 15-ton craDe. 

The necessary arrangements were made for the visit of Their Majesties, the King 
and Queen, particulars of which are given on page 6, 

Howth Harbour , County Dublin. — At the eastern breakwater sea-slope repairs were 
executed to the concrete, and attention paid to the west pier jetty. Dredging was 
carried out near the east jetty, and 7,800 tons of sand removed. Tidal excavation was 
done at the East Pier head, and at the Traders’ coal berth on the West Pier. Kilrock 
Road was maintained. 

Dunmore East Harbour, County Waterford. — The breakwater sea-slope was 
strengthened by the extension of the protective footing-course for 100 feet, and 
repairs executed to the parapet tramway. Dredging was done to deepen the harbour 
mouth and the berths at the Western Wharf ; 5,000 tons were removed, leaving the 
depth ample for the shipping requirements. 

The roads, wharves, and works generally were maintained in good order. 

Ardglass Harbour, County Down. — No serious storm damage was done during the 
year, small general repairs only being required. At the North Harbour a length of 
old wharf wall showed signs of dilapidation ; it has been taken down and will be rebuilt. 
The cranes, roads, wharves, floating and other plant, received attention and were 
maintained in good order and repair. 

Doncighadee Harbour, Co. Down. — By a severe and continuous storm of two days’ 
duration in mid- January considerable damage was done to the toe-blocks of the North 
breakwater sea-slope, the general level of the beach having then been seriously 
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lowered by scour. Prompt measures were taken to protect the injured area tempo- 
rarily, and arrangements have been made for heavy repairs during this summer. 

The South Pier sea-slope toe-blocks also received some injury, which was promptly 
attended to. Four sets of handrails were placed at the steps of the South Pier. 

The wharves, roads, cranes, floating and other plant were repaired and maintained 
in good condition. 

Shannon Drainage. 

At Killaloe, Tarmonbarry, Meelick, Keelogue, and Lough Allen, repairs to the 
sluices were carried out, and the accommodation bridge at Meelick Cut was re-sheeted. 
The iron and timber work of all the eight sets of sluices was painted or tarred. 

River Maigue Navigation. 

The swivel bridge flooring was renewed, general repairs done to it and the shed, 
and some short lengths of fencing erected.

Since that year there has been a decided though 
not continuous increase. The number of applications received during the year 1904-1 905 
was 569 under the Land Improvement Acts; and 919 under the 31st sec. of the Land 
Law (Ireland) Act, 1881.

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Main and Thorough Drainage or other Field Works. 

The number of Land Improvement loans sanctioned for works of which thorough 
drainage or other field works form the principal part, since the commencement in 1847 
to the 31st March in this year, is 8,440, for £3,765,462, and of this number 11, for an 
aggregate of £2,635, were approved during the year ended 31st March, 1905. 

Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and 30 Vic., c. 40, under which advances are made 
for this purpose, 143 loans, amounting to £33,150, have been made. Two loans were 
sanctioned for this purpose exclusively during the current year. 

Farm Buildings. 

Under this head 5,711 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 13 
and 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,521,740. This includes 364 loans, for an 
agg re g a te of £30,155, approved during the past financial year. 

Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

The number of loans sanctioned since the passing of the Act 23 Vic. c 19 which 
first authorised them, is 917, for £388,329, of which 11, amounting to£2,5 55 were 
approved in the year. 

Under section 19 of the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, loans were made to tenant 
farmers, who, pursuant to the injunctions of the Irish Land Commission, and as a 
condition attached to the fixing of a “ fair rent,” proceed to erect labourers’ dwellings 
on their holdings. Such tenants are deemed to be persons to whom a loan may be 
made under the Landed Property Improvement (Ireland) Acts, for the improvement 
or building of dwellings for labourers, as if they were owners within the meaning 
of the Act 10 Vic., c. 32, sec. 7. No loan was sanctioned under the 19th section of 
the Land Law Act, within the year ending 31st March, 1905. Two hundred and sixty 
such loans, amounting to £15,275, have been sanctioned under the Act since it came 
into operation, the instalments issued amounting to £13,880. Operations under this 
Act have however practically ceased owing to recent legislation which empowers Local 
Authorities to borrow for the erection of Labourers’ Dwellings ; but loans are still made 
under the 31st section of the Land Law Act for this purpose. See Table of Expen- 
diture under this section, p. 52. ^

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Loans to Tenants for Improvement of Holdings, or “ Land Law Loans.” 

Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, Section 31. No. 31 in Abstract, p. 64. 

The great body of loans to tenants for improvements are made under this Act. The 
number sanctioned during the year was 761, amounting to £46,835 ; the total of the sums 
issued during the year was £53,267 10s. The total number of loans sanctioned under 
the section from the date of the Act to 31st March, 1905, is 18,207. The aggregate 
of the amounts sanctioned is £1,471,527, and the instalments issued amount to 
£1,277,540 10s. 

The number of applications for loans lodged during the year 1904-1905 was 919, being 
a decrease of 399 as compared with last year. Of this number 128 were received from 
occupying owners who were disqualified by some feature in their application from pro- 
ceeding under the Land Improvement Act. 

An explanation of this decrease is to be found in the fact that the consideration of 
applications for improvement loans from tenants who are purchasing their holdings under 
the provisions of the Irish Land Act of 1903, are in a large measure deferred until the 
sales have been comple’ted, and the farms have been legally vested in the new owners.

Seed Supply. No. 35 in Abstract, p. 64. 

In view of the partial failure of the potato crop in some of the western districts of 
Ireland, and in anticipation of legislation to make temporary provision for the supply 
of seed potatoes to occupiers and cultivators of land, advances were made, with Your 
Lordships’ approval, to a number of Unions for the purchase of seed potatoes. In 
accordance with the procedure adopted in connection with former advances for seed 
supply, the loans were made immediately upon notification of the Local Government 
Board’s approval, and Your Lordships’ covering sanction was obtained weekly. Up to 
31st March, 1905, loans had been made to 32 Unions, the amount issued to that date 
being £29,443. 


National School Teachers' Residences. No. 36 in Abstract, p. 64. 

Thirty-eight applications for loans, amounting to £8,875, were received during 
the year, and forty-four loans, amounting to £10,175, were sanctioned. Last year 
there were thirty-nine applications, and the amount actually advanced in the year 
was £8 405. The total advances for loans of this class from the passing of the Act to 
the 31st March, 1905, amounted to £235,897 18s., and the total number of sanctioned 
loans was 1,1 57 i 


National Schools and Training Colleges, No. 37 in Abstract, p. 64. 

Nine applications, amounting to £1,620, were received within the year- Last year 
the same number of applications were received for a total sum of £K,075, but 
this amount included a large loan of £10,000 for a Traming College. Six loans amount- 
ing to £10,800, were sanctioned in the year. These included the loan of £10,000 above 
mentioned, and for which application was made before the commencement of last 
financial year. 


Class (V.). — Irish Church Fund Loans. 

No loan or advance under previous loans was made from this fund during the year. 

Out of £1,269,933 advanced from the Irish Church Fund under the Relief of Distress 
Act of 1880,' £893,977 has been repaid, £40,221 has been remitted, and of the balance 
outstanding, £335,735, £319,376 is not yet due, £6,238 is regarded as irrecoverable, 
and £ 10,121 is in arrear. 

The rate of interest on these loans is l per cent. , but borrowers are allowed to redeem 
their principal liabilities on the basis of 3 per cent, interest. The principal cancelled by 
such redemptions now amounts to £20,428, including £712 m the present year.

Kingstown Harbour, County Dublin. 

Their Majesties’ visit to Ireland last year and the visits of certain vessels of H. M. 
Navy, are the only breaks in the usual course of events here to report. 

The absence of bad weather this last winter has relieved the Harbour Staff of the 
usual extra work thereby entailed, though on occasions the Harbour has supplied 
shelter to large numbers of small coasters, seeking shelter from foul winds. 

The Harbour Staff have been generally employed in keeping fair way for Mail 
Steamers, looking after the mooring and anchoring of vessels, and the usual work 
connected with Harbour duties.

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Howth Harbour. 


The imports for the past year were : — Coal, 3,402 tons ; cattle, 38 head ; and the 
exports : — Fish, 230 boxes ; timber, 70 tons. 

The hook line fishing resulted intakes for the year amounting to 7,453 cleeves, 
realising £5,893 18s. 0 d., being an average of 15s. 9fd per cleeve. This shows an 
increase of 775 cleeves over the previous year, and also an increase of £402 18s. 0 d. m 
receipts. A cleeve may be taken as representing about 10 stone weight. 

8,053 mease of herrings were landed, the price realised being £8,410, an average of 
£1 0s 10i \d. per mease. Although this shows a decrease of 3,038 mease as compareu 
with last year, the receipts were £637 7s. 0 d. more, the price obtained per mease being 
nearly 7s. higher. The falling off in the number of mease may be attributed to the 
failure of the herring fishing at Howth during last winter. A mease or maze m Irish 
fish measure may be taken at 615 fish.

The spring herring fishing commenced on the 18th of April and ended on the 14th 
of June. F It was a good average spring season, but the autumn fishing was a total 
failure. 

The import of coal was 1,573 tons, being an increase of 1 38 tons over last year. The 
other imports were— Salt, 162 tons ; milled goods, 62 tons ; bricks, 49 tons ; cement 15 
tons ; sewer pipes, 24 tons; sawn timber, 6 tons ; oil cake, 1 ton ; sugar 5 tons, cutch,

tons ; beer and porter, 3 tons ; total, 1,920 tons, being an increase ot 193 tons over the 
previous year’s imports.

Ihe fishing commenced on 11th May, 1904, and continued to the beginning of 
October. The quantity of fish landed was 12,588 mease, being 2,000 mease short of 
the quantity caught last season, while the money realized was £9,061 Is. 0 d., as 
compared with £10,172 13s. 6d. in 1903. 

The prices for the season were fairly high, the average being from 11s. 6 d. to 
17s. 6 d. per mease, and the average number of mease per boat for the season was 
175, being 40 mease less than last year. The number of boats taking part in the 
fishing was 48 Irish, 21 Scotch, and 3 Isle of Man — practically the same as last year. 
The largest takes were by the Scotch boats, and this is on account of their being 
better supplied with gear, etc. than the Irish boats. There was no curing carried on 
last season. During the winter there was scarcely any long line fishing, and the 
trawling also might be returned as a failure. Taken as a whole, the year 1904 was 
not as prosperous as its predecessor.

Eleven tugs and small steamers called at the port either for orders or windbound. 

It will be seen that the trade of shipping for the year shows an increase in 
exports, and a decrease in imports. The sole article of import was coal, with the 
exception of one vessel, which discharged 75 tons of salt. The return shows a decrease 
in coal of 380 tons as compared with iast year. This may be accounted for, however 
by the fact that several cargoes were discharged in the private dock. 

The exports, which show a large increase over those of last year, consisted of 
potatoes, fresh herrings, and empty fish boxes, the two latter items accounting for 
82 tons of the exports. The quantity of potatoes shipped was 1,428 tons, as compared 
with 415 tons last year, showing an increase of 1,013 tons.

During the past year the number of ruins brought under the notice of the Board has 
been greater than in previous years owing chiefly to the operations of Section 14 of 
the Irish Land Act, 1903, whereby the Estates Commissioners are empowered to make 
applications to the Board to have vested any ancient monument situated on estates 
about to be sold to tenants, which in their opinion is a matter of public interest by 
reason of the historic, traditional, or artistic interest attaching thereto. The cases 
brought under the Board’s notice by the Estates Commissioners were as follows : — 

Carbury Castle, Church and graveyard, County Kildare. 

The “ Leac an Scail ” (Stone of the Stammerer), Barony of Knocktopher, 
County Kilkenny. 

Boyne Obelisk and King William’s entrenchments, County Louth. 

Augustinian Abbey, Callan, County Kilkenny. 

In the first three cases the Board took the view that the repair and conservation of 
these structures would not require great skill or expense, and might advantageously be 
left to the County Councils. 

The principal ruin offered was the Augustinian Abbey of Callan, County Kilkenny, 
and this the Board consented to have vested in them. 

Other ruins brought under the notice of the Board were as follows : 

Dunhill Castle, near Tramore, County Waterford. 

Conventual Buildings, Holy cross Abbey, Cashel, County Tipperary. 

Ruins on the Isle of Mahee or Nendrum Island, Strangford Lough.

Old Castles at Castleisland, County Kerry. 

Bally bunion Castle, County Kerry. 

Old Castle, County Cork. 

The Stone enclosure, known as Grianan of Aileach, County Donegal, was vested 
in the Board by the owner, Lord Templemore, in November, 1904. 

Repairs have been carried out in the case of 20 monuments, under the Ancient 
Monuments Act, and 38 vested under the Irish Church Act, total 58. See list below. 

In some cases the work was of rather extensive nature, as in the case of Fiddaun 
Castle and the Abbey of Knockmoy, and Kilmacduagh, County Galway ; Castledermot, 
County Kildare; French Church, Waterford; St. Dairbhiles Church, County Mayo ; 
Inchcleraun (Quaker Island), Lough Ree ; Tory Island, County Donegal ; and Glenda- 
lough, County Wicklow.
